Memorial Day is a Federal holiday 
that is observed on the last Monday of 
May each year. Its purpose is to honor 
men and women who died while serving 
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in the military. The tradition of honoring 
those who died in battle is timeless but it 
was after the American Civil War that the 
United States began to formalize that 
practice, mostly because almost everyone 
in the country had lost a family member 
or friend in that war. This practice 
became known as Decoration Day 
because it involved decorating the graves 


of soldiers with flowers* It was held in 
May because that is when flowers usually 
bloom in the eastern United States. 

In 1868, the Grand Army of the 
Republic (also known as the G.A*R*) 
which was the major organization for 
Union Civil War veterans, proclaimed 
that Decoration Day should become an 
official holiday. Between 1871 and 1890, 
every state that had been part of the 
Union during the Civil War observed 
Decoration Day as a holiday, adding 
parades, speeches and memorial and reli- 
gious services to the decoration of graves. 
Eventually, the day became known as 
Memorial Day. It was not until 1967 that 
Memorial Day became a Federal Holiday* 

Memorial Day is observed in Lowell 
in a number of ways* During the week 
before the holiday, school children visit 
cemeteries and with the help of groups of 
military veterans, place small American 
flags on the graves of those who served in 
the military* On Memorial Day weekend, 
military veterans groups joined by elected 
officials and members of the public hold 
ceremonies at monuments, cemeteries 
and at the Lowell Memorial Auditorium, 
Many others observe the day by visit the 
burial places of relatives and remember 
them, whether they served in the military 
or not. 

Memorial Day is an important and 
solemn holiday in America* Once each 
year it gives all of us an opportunity to 
remember and honor those who died in 
defense of the United States. Throughout 
our country’s history, many of those who 
died in battle were immigrants or the chil- 
dren of immigrants, so all who live in 
America today should remember the 
meaning of Memorial Day

Rights group Adhoc says it found cas- 
sava plantations being worked by undoc- 
umented Vietnamese nationals on Cambodia's 
side of the two countries’ shared border 
during a visit to Ratanakkiri province's 
O'Yadaw district on Monday. 

Chhay Thy, Adhoc ’s provincial coor- 
dinator, said Tuesday that they also found 
five 5-by- 10-meter ponds near planta- 
tions, all of them in a poorly demarcated 
area along the border in Faknhai com- 
mune. 

“The field investigation was to find 
out whether or not there was illegal logging 
by groups of Vietnamese people who 
cross the border each day, but we ulti- 
mately found out there were three irregular 
activities happening there/’ Mr. Thy said. 

“Firstly, five ponds were dug by 
Vietnamese on Cambodia's soil* 
Secondly, some border soldiers have rented 
Cambodian soil for Vietnamese to grow 
cassava in Cambodia/' 

He said they also found undocument- 
ed Vietnamese migrants working on the 
plantations. 

District governor Ma Vichet said he 
organized a separate trip to the border 
area on the same day but added that he 
could not determine on which side of the 
border the ponds were located* 

“Since 1 am not an expert on mapping, 
I cannot say those ponds were dug by 
Vietnamese inside Cambodia's or Vietnam's 
land/' he said. “Because the area has not 
been officially demarcated with border 
posts yet." 

Mr* Vichet said he had sent a report up 
the chain of command to ask that experts 
be dispatched to investigate further. 
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Ratana said provincial authorities met 
Tuesday to discuss the findings and 
would convene with their counterparts 
across the border next week. 

The discovery of the ponds and plan- 
tations along the border comes in the 
midst of a separate dispute in which 
Vietnam is claiming 16*6 hectares of land 
along the border in Tbong Khmum 
province that has long been farmed by 
Cambodians* 

After a group of six Vietnamese 
nationals, including three soldiers, 
sprayed toxic chemicals on crops grown 
by Cambodian farmers on April 19, oppo- 
sition CNRP lawmakers sent a letter to 
Foreign Affairs Minister Hor Namhong 
requesting his intervention. 

On May 4, Mr. Namhong responded 
by saying that the land was in Vietnam. 
The CNRP and nationalist activists have 
seized the issue and are pressuring Mr* 
Namhong to offer a satisfactory explanation 
for why Cambodia has lost land that its 
citizens have long fanned. 

Mr. Namhong explained in a roundtable 
discussion, aired on national television 
last week, that Cambodia had agreed that 
the land was in Vietnam based on maps 
that both countries have agreed to use as 
the foundation of negotiations to demarcate 
the border* 

On Tuesday, CNRP lawmaker Mao 
Monyvann said he planned to send a let- 
ter to Var Kimhong, chairman of 
Cambodia's border committee, asking 
him to provide the map being used in the 
negotiations in order to prove that the dis- 
puted area is in Vietnam. 

“Whenever we can have the map Var 
Kimhong claimed to use as the basis for 
border demarcation, we can verify with 
actual border posts whether or not it's 
true," he said* 
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Minister Backs Legal Action Over 
Online Insults

Information Minister KhieuKanharith 
said Sunday that he supports the prosecu- 
tion of social media users who insult gov- 
ernment officials, after a government 
spokesman requested such action last 
week in letters to the ministries of interior 
and telecommunications, 

Mr. Kanharith, an avid social media 
user who regularly posts news and mes- 
sages in Khmer, English and French, said 
in a Facebook message Sunday that he 
supported the government taking legal 
action against those who post insulting 
content online. 

' If the person feel that he/her was 
insulted there is a penal code for that 
already," Mr Kanharith wrote, adding 
that prosecution would be an appropriate 
course of action against offending social 
media users. 

"If the government brings the case to 
court, yes,” he said when asked if people 
who insult government leaders online 


should be prosecuted under the penal 
code. 

Under articles 305 to 308 of the crim- 
inal code, defamation or insulting can be 
subject to fines ranging from 100,000 to 
10,000,000 riel, or about $25 to $2,500, 
and relates to information, images or 
videos meant to be made public. 

Council of Ministers spokesman 
PhaySiphan sent letters to Interior Minister 
SarKheng and Posts and Telecommunications 
Minister PrakSokhon on Thursday asking 
them to apply the criminal code to people 
sharing defamatory or insulting content 
online, 

Mr. Siphan requested that the ministers 
arrange "to take legal action against the 
ill-intentioned and unethical persons for 
using social media to attack, insult and 
defame civil servants and government 
leaders." 

"Insults and defamation are not part of 
freedom of expression, but instead violate 
the rights and dignity of individuals," Mr.

Cambodian-Americans Chanravy 
Proeung and Mia-lia Kieman flew to 
Geneva this past week on a mission: stop- 
ping the U.S. practice of deporting 
Cambodians with criminal convictions. 

Monday saw the U.N. Human Rights 
Council's Universal Periodic Review of 
the U.S., during which 122 U.N. member 
states were given 65 seconds each to 
comment on human rights issues in the 
U.S. The session also gave civil rights 
organizations a chance to appeal to coun- 
try delegates on the sidelines. 

Ms. Proeung and Ms. Kieman, repre- 
senting the Southeast Asian Freedom 
Network (SEAFN), a coalition of grass- 
roots organizations across the U.S., are 
calling for an immediate suspension of all 
U.S. deportations to Cambodia and an 
open review of the 2002 U.S. -Cambodia 
Repatriation Agreement, which they 
claim violates human rights including 
right to family unity and the right to free- 
dom from arbitrary arrest, detention and 
exile. 

Cambodia was not present during 
Monday's review and the Cambodian 
deportation issue was not mentioned, 
However-amid grievances regarding 


racial discrimination in law enforcement, 
government surveillance and the death 
penalty in the U.S.-concems about the 
detention and deportation of immigrants 
were raised by several countries, includ- 
ing Thailand, Brazil, Paraguay and 
Sweden, 

"Immigration is a huge issue in the 
U.S. and very Latino-driven," said Ms. 
Proeung, a national organizer tor SEAFN 
who lives in Philadelphia, speaking from 
Geneva on Sunday. "But you don’t hear 
from Asian -American communities in the 
U.S., specifically not Cambodian com- 
munities- we Ve invisibilized in that battle." 

Under U.S. law, non -U.S. citizens 
convicted of any "deportable offense "-a 
broad term that encompasses convictions 
under federal or state law-can be deport- 
ed, even after serving their sentence. 

In 2002, Washington and Phnom Penh 
signed a repatriation treaty that allowed 
the U.S. to deport Cambodian-Americans 
back to Cambodia, a country many had 
never seen. 

Between 2002 and the end of 2014, a 
total of 467 Cambodians were deported 
from the U.S. to Cambodia, 97 percent of 
them male, according to the Returnee 
Integration Support Center (RISC),

critical voices. 

In a letter published in a local news- 
paper last week, the heads of four of the 
U,N/s agencies in the country-Unicef, 
UN Women, UN Population Fund and 
the UN's Office of the High Commissioner 
for Human Rights (UNOHCHR) -said 
the government was not doing enough 
to involve the public in the drafting 
process. 

They asked the government that the 
most up-to-date version of the draft "be 
shared as soon as possible, that genuine 
consultations on it be conducted and the 
recommendations genuinely considered 
prior to its finalization." 

The government Iasi consulted with 
NGOs on the draft in late 2011 and has 
thus far ignored calls to meet with them 
again. 

On Thursday morning, Foreign 
Affairs Minister Hor Namhong called 
the four authors, as well as U.N resident 
coordinator Claire Van der Vaeren, to a 
meeting at his office to express his dis- 
pleasure with their letter in person. 

"I told them that as representatives 
of U.N. organizations, they must respect 
Article 2 of the U.N. Charter," the min- 
ister told reporters following the closed- 
door meeting. 

The Charter states that no article 
authorizes the U.N. to intervene in the 
domestic affairs of any state. 

M So your comments in your capacity 
as U.N. agencies are going beyond the 
U.N. Charter," the ministry said in a 
statement, also released Thursday. In 
the future, the U.N. representatives 
should send their remarks to the appro- 
priate government body, it added, 
"instead of publish your comment/criti- 
cism in the media."

National Police Mark 

Videos of police, military police and 
military repressing protests during the six 
months that followed the election-including 
the repression of a protest on Veng Sreng 
Street in January 2014 that left at least 
five garment workers dead-played on a 
large screen behind the stage at the head- 
quarters as copies of the National Police 
newspaper were handed out.

Asked for comment, the UNO- 
HCHR referred a reporter to a post on 
its Facebook page, which called the 
meeting "frank and cordial." 

"The [U.N.] agency heads reaf- 
firmed that they were acting within their 
mandates and reiterated their offer of 
suppoit for dialogue with civil society 
on this important law," it said. 

On Wednesday, the Foreign Affairs 
Ministry also rebuked U,$. Ambassador 
William Todd for making similar com- 
ments about the NGO law in his latest 
weekly column, published on a local 
news website. In a statement, it called 
the ambassador's remarks "extremely 
insolent." 

At Thursday's press conference, Mr. 
Namhong defended the need for the law 
as a vital bulwark against the risks of 
terrorist financing seeping into the 
country through unscrupulous NGOs, 

"Nowadays, we don't know who 
does what or where they go around 
Cambodia," he said. "What if some day 
something happens under the name of 
civil society, and some NGOs commit 
terrorism or extremist acts? Who will be 
responsible? That is why we have to 
ask." 

NGOs say the country already has 
the laws it needs to have registered 
organizations audited and counter such 
risks. 

Council of Ministers spokesman 
Phay Siphan said the Council could vote 
on the draft law on May 29, clearing its 
path to the National Assembly, where 
CPP lawmakers could use their majority 
to pass it into law.

helps deportees transition to life in 
Cambodia. 

Of those, 279 were deported under 
U.S. President Barack Obama's adminis- 
tration, with 77 deported Iasi year alone, 
according to RISC. 

"There's this kind of systemic separa- 
tion of family that nobody has really 
labeled as a human rights violation," Ms. 
Proeung said. 

Ms. Proeung and Ms. Kieman attrib- 
ute the rise in deportation to Mr. Obama's 
controversial efforts to enact reforms that 
benefit other immigrant communities. 

"1 think it can be confusing when you 
look at Obama's immigration policies, 
because they have impacted communities 
in different ways," Ms. Kieman said. 

"Under Obama, more people with past 
convictions have been deported than ever 
before. This is because if his administra- 
tion was going to implement [his execu- 
tive actions], then they had to come down 
hard on other people," she added. 

"When Obama announced his execu- 
tive action on deportation last fall, he said 
'We are going to deport felons, not fami- 
lies. Gang members, not mothers.'" 

This policy disproportionately affects 
Cambodian-American communities, 
advocates say, 

"Cambodian Americans faced signifi- 
cant challenges upon coming to the U.S. 
as refugees," Jacqueline Dan, an immi- 
gration attorney at Asian Americans 
Advancing justice, said in an email. 

The trauma of war and violence con- 
tinues to haunt Cambodians in the U.S., 
which, coupled with high poverty rates in 
their communities, drive many of them to 
a life of crime from a young age, Ms. Dan 
said. 

"Some were bullied to the point where 
they were physically attacked in school 
and joined or organized gangs for protec- 
tion. Others turned to drugs to stave off 
recurring nightmares of loved ones being 
tortured and killed," she said. 

At the U.N, human rights review on 
Monday, Megan Mack, the U.S. 
Department of Homeland Security officer 
for civil rights and civil liberties, respond- 
ed to concerns about deportation, saying: 
"Non-citizens who are present in the 
United States and are facing removal are 
afforded significant procedural protec- 
tions." 

"For individuals who are detained, the 
United States ensures they are treated 
humanely and in a manner consistent with 
the U.S. Constitution, federal laws and 
policies, and applicable international obli- 
gations," she added. 

Ms. Dan, however, says the reality is 
more complex. 

"A lawful permanent resident who 
was convicted of an aggravated felony 
after the 1996 laws took effect has very 
few defenses to removal," she said. "They 
are barred from receiving cancellation of 
removal and can only stay if they can 
prove that they will be persecuted or tor- 
tured if removed from the U.S. This form 
of humanitarian re-Iief is extremely diffi- 


While in Geneva, the SEAFN activists 
used the opportunity to raise the issue 
with country delegates, particularly 
nations who have similar repatriation 
agreements with the U.S. 

"Instead of targeting the U.S, immi- 


gration laws, we're targeting the agree- 
ment between the two countries," Ms. 
Kieman said. 

Their aim is twofold: an immediate 
suspension of deportations and, for those 
who have been deported, the right to 
return to the U.S. by choice. 

By highlighting the repatriation treaty, 
Ms. Kieman said she hopes to shift the 


conversation from viewing immigration 
from a policy level to focusing on the 
human stories of individuals and families 
affected by government decisions. 

"Being able to target the repatriation 
agreement allows us to talk about the spe- 
cific experience of the Cambodian peo- 
ple," Ms, Kieman said. "Those specific 
things should be what guides policies."

Minister Backs Legal . . . 


Siphan's letter continues. "The individuals 
who are insulted, or whose dignity is attacked, 
should be respected and protected based on 
national and international laws/’ 

In interviews last week, Mr. Siphan said 
he was particularly concerned by insults 
suggesting that CPP officials are Vietnamese, 
and by images of government leaders 
manipulated to be pornographic or in 
other ways offensive. 

Mr. Sokhon, the posts and telecommu- 
nications minister, said Sunday that his 
ministry was reviewing Mr. Siphan’s request. 

'The Ministry of Posts and 
Telecommunications asked the experts to 
study legal and technical means," he said, 
"Regarding legal means, we are con- 
sidering whether the person who is the 
victim of insulting or defamation should 
send an individual complaint to the court, 
and then the court issues the order to relevant 
ministries to take action, 1 ’ he added. "That 
is reasonable.” 

Mu Sokhon said the ministry could take 
legal action against social media users if it 
received an order from the government, 
the National Assembly or the country's 
judiciary, but said it could be difficult to 
get information linking individuals to 
their online accounts. 

"It is very difficult. For Facebook and 
social media, it is difficult to find attackers. 
With Facebook, we have to request the 
[identity of the] owner through the U.S. 
We cannot guarantee that they would help," 


he said. 

Mu Sochua, a lawmaker and head of 
public affairs for the opposition CNRP, said 
the government's threats to take social 
media users to court were undemocratic. 

"What Phay Siphan and the government 
is doing is not right,” she said, '1 think as 
public figures, they have to be ready to 
accept criticism, and some criticisms may 
be very harsh." 

"That is not defamation,” she said of 
offensive comments and images posted 
online. "I think as long as it's not violent-it does 
not incite violence-you just have to skip it." 

However, Mr. Siphan on Sunday reit- 
erated that his request was grounded in 
the country's existing laws. 

"Like I explain so many times,,, my 
letter explains clearly [the balance] between 
freedom of expression and the human 
right to protect personal dignity,” he said. 

"I only explain, criticism is encouraged, 
no problem at all. If it's cartoons, no problem 
at all/ 1 he added. "But what if someone 
cut out a nude photo with Mu Sochua's face 
online, what would she think of that?” 

Ms. Sochua said the experience would 
not be new to hen 

"It happened to me before, there have 
been worse pictures that you could not 
have imagined put on me," she said. 

"What I had to do is see it and move 
on.”
